I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Hygiene  Conditions  and  Vital 
Statistics  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1952. 

It  includes  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  is  compiled  to 
conform  with  Articles  6(3)  and  17(5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside 
London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  it  incorporates  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/53  dated  22nd  January,  1953. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  the  distribution  of  this  report  is  a 
wide  one  and  includes  : — 

The  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Ministry  of  Food. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  good  during  the  year  and  it 
continues  to  have  very  satisfactory  Vital  Statistics.  The  birth  rate  is 
considerably  higher  and  the  death  rate  considerably  lower  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales,  and  other  very  satisfactory  features  are  the  low 
infantile  mortality  rate  and  the  fact  that  there  have  been  no  deaths  of 
mothers  in  child-birth  since  1944. 

Full  particulars  of  the  environmental  health  conditions  are  given 
in  the  report,  but  the  delay  in  the  construction  of  new  sewage  disposal 
works  is  much  to  be  regretted. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Mayor  and  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  sympathetic  way  in  which  they 
deal  with  my  recommendations,  and  finally  should  like  to  thank  the 
Borough’s  officials  for  their  assistance,  mentioning  especially  Mr. 
Rhodes  whose  work  is  clearly  shewn  in  this  Report.

Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Industries. 

Tewkesbury  is  a  small  and  ancient,  but  very-well-known  town. 
It  is  of  very  considerable  interest  to  the  visitor  as  is  obvious  if  one  looks 
at  the  map  produced  by  the  Planning  Authority.  This  shows  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  buildings  in  the  town  are  coloured  red  which 
indicates  that  they  are  of  special  architectural  or  historic  interest. 

Industry  in  the  town  is  well  varied,  thus  reducing  the  likelihood 
of  severe  unemployment.  Industries  comprise  flour  milling,  boat 
building,  light  engineering  and  the  hotel  and  catering  trades.  Messrs. 
Dowty  Equipment  Ltd.  are  converting  buildings  in  Station  Street  for 
use  as  a  factory  which  should  open  this  year. 

Unemployment. 

The  following  information  was  kindly  given  by  Mr.  B.  W.  Wheeler, 
the  Manager  of  the  local  Employment  Exchange  : — 

1 .  U  nemployment . 

This  has  remained  consistently  low  throughout  the  year  1952.  The 
monthly  average  was  14.6  for  males  and  9.1  for  females.  The  highest 
figure  for  males  being  24  in  November,  and  for  females  13  in  the 
same  month. 

In  most  cases,  unemployment  was  of  short  duration,  and,  so  far 
there  has  been  very  little  difficulty  in  placing  workers  in  fresh 
employment  when  they  become  unemployed. 

2.  Employment. 

The  general  employment  position  remains  very  satisfactory 
throughout  the  Employment  Exchange  Area,  and  there  is  every 
orospect  of  this  positicn  continuing. 

The  engineering  and  building  industries  have  shown  increased 
activity,  and  have  absorbed  most  of  the  labour  which  has  become 
available. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  BOROUGH 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens,  and  analyses  of  milk 
and  ice-cream  samples,  etc.,  is  carried  out  at  the  laboratory  of  the 
Gloucester  Royal  Hospital,  under  the  Medical  Research  Council 
scheme.  (There  is  no  charge  for  this  work). 

Water  and  sewage  analyses,  taken  by  this  Department,  are  carried 
out  by  the  Council’s  Analysts,  Messrs.  Ellis  &  Turner,  Public  Analysts, 
Gloucester. 

Water  analyses  in  respect  of  the  Cheltenham  and  Gloucester 
Joint  Water  Board’s  Works  are  carried  out  by  the  Resident  Chemist. 


Hospitals. 

The  Council  have  no  responsibility  for  arranging  hospital  treat¬ 
ment,  except  with  regard  to  old  people  in  need  of  care  and  attention, 
and  dealt  with  under  the  National  Assistance  Acts. 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  either  to  Gloucester  City 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Over  (Gloucester,  Stroud  and  Forest  Hospital 
Management  Committee)  or  to  Delaney  Hospital,  Cheltenham 
(Cheltenham  Hospital  Group  Management  Committee). 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

There  is  one  ambulance  at  the  Ambulance  Station  in  Mill  Street 
with  three  full-time  drivers.  This  service  is  under  administration  of  the 
County  Council.  Infectious  disease  cases  are  transported  by  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  Ambulances. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  two  District  Nurses  who  undertake  midwifery  and  general 
nursing  in  the  Borough  and  the  Parishes  of  Ashchurch,  Tredington 
and  Twyning  work  under  the  County  Health  Committee,  while  the 
local  Voluntary  Association  supervises  secretarial  and  nurses  welfare 
matters. 
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Home  Help  Service, 


This  service  is  administered  by  the  Area  Health  Committee  of  the 
County  Council.  It  has  many  uses  in  that  it  often  enables  the  family 
to  keep  together  by  providing  just  the  extra  domestic  help  needed,  and 
in  a  number  of  cases  saves  the  need  for  hospitalization. 

The  main  types  of  disability  where  this  assistance  is  given,  are 
Maternity,  General  Sickness,  Tuberculosis,  Chronic  Illness  and  Old 
Age. 


In  December,  1952,  25  cases  were  being  cared  for  and  there  were 
18  part-time  Home  Helps  in  the  District. 


Tewkesbury  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee. 

This  Committee  is  doing  very  valuable  voluntary  work  for  old 
people.  The  club  meetings  are  very  popular,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  100.  There  is  a  “  meals-on-wheels  ”  service  every  Tuesday,  v/hen 
about  20  meals  are  provided,  for  which  the  old  people  pay  9d.  although 
the  cost  is  is.  6d.  There  are  also  reduced  rate  chiropody  and  holiday 
schemes.  Much  of  the  money  required  is  raised  by  the  old  people 
themselves  at  their  annual  sale  of  work. 
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CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 


i.  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

This  centre  is  under  the  general  administration  of  the  Area  Health 
Sub- Committee  of  the  County  Council  which  includes  members  of 
this  Council.  It  is  held  weekly  in  the  Town  Hall  and  is  run  by  a 
Voluntary  Committee. 

The  valuable  work  done  at  this  Centre  is  shown  in  Table  4  and 
very  great  thanks  are  due  to  the  Voluntary  Committee  and  helpers.

2.  Tewkesbury  Clinic.  Municipal  Offices. 

This  clinic  opens  as  follows  : — 

Minor  Ailments  Clinic.  Daily  during  term  (a  doctor  attends  one 

Thursday  a  month). 

Orthopedic  Clinic.  Weekly  on  Tuesday  attended  by  an  orthopedic 

nurse. 

Ante-natal  Clinic.  Weekly  on  Wednesday  afternoons. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinic.  Weekly  on  Friday  mornings. 

Tewkesbury  Hospital. 

Ophthalmic  and  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  clinics  are  held  as  required. 
Orthopedic  Clinic.  A  specialist  visits  every  two  months  or  as 

required. 

Chest  Clinic.  The  chest  physician  attends  fortnightly  or  as 

required. 

MORTUARIES. 

The  Tewkesbury  Hospital  Mortuary  is  used,  £ 1  5s.  od.  being 
charged  for  each  case. 

During  the  war  arrangements  were  made  for  a  room  in  the  cemetery 
building  to  be  available  in  case  of  emergency.  This  accommodation  was 
never  used  and  would  need  considerable  work  doing  on  it  to  make  it 
satisfactory,  as  at  present  there  is  no  proper  drainage  or  electric  light. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supplies. 


Main  Supplies. 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  to  the  Corporation  by  the  Cheltenham 
and  Gloucester  Joint  Water  Board  whose  purification  works  lie  within 
the  Borough. 

The  process  of  purification  of  the  water  which  is  drawn  from  the 
River  Severn  consists  of  sedimentation  with  alum,  rapid  sand  filtration 
and  chloramination.  (Pre-treatment  and  terminal  treatment). 

Complaints  of  periodic  unpleasant  taste  have  been  made  during  the 
year.  This  is  mainly  caused  by  chloro-phenol  compounds  which  are 
produced  by  the  action  of  chlorine  on  the  traces  of  phenol  compounds 
periodically  present  in  the  River  Severn.  Although  exceedingly  un¬ 
pleasant,  there  are  no  grounds  for  considering  it  a  danger  to  health. 


The  storage  reservoir,  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  was  brought 
into  use  in  August,  1952.  New  pumps  were  installed  and  the  reservoir 
cleaned  out.  It  provides  a  storage  reservoir  for  Tewkesbury  town 
(not  Prior’s  Park)  with  about  12  hours  retention.  This  retention  should 
reduce  complaints  of  “  chlorine  ”  taste. 


Regular  analyses,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological,  are  carried 
out  and  the  results  shown  in  Table  5  were  supplied  by  the  courtesy 
of  the  Resident  Chemist  (J.  Henderson,  Esq.,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.).

Informal  notices  have  been  served  requiring  the  provision  of  a 
piped  water  supply  to  the  first  three  houses  listed  above.  This  work 
is  now  in  hand  in  respect  of  Nos.  3  and  4  Mill  Street.  No  main  supplies 
are  at  present  available  at  the  remaining  addresses. 

As  only  18  out  of  the  1,713  houses  in  the  Borough  are  without 
main  water  the  position  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

Sewerage. 

With  regard  to  the  proposed  new  sewers  and  sewage  works  the 
Ministry  has  been  given,  by  the  Consulting  Engineers,  ist  May,  1953, 
as  the  starting  date  for  the  work. 

A  small  number  of  30"  cast  iron  pipes  are  now  on  the  site,  whilst 
pumps  and  electrical  gear  (which  are  subject  to  a  2  years  delivery  date) 
are  expected  by  August,  1953. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  has  continued  as  in  previous  years;  con¬ 
trolled  tipping  was  carried  out  at  the  Swilgate  Tip  during  the  winter  and 
spring,  and  at  the  Walton  Cardiff  Tip  during  the  summer  months. 
Owing  to  a  slump  in  the  market  in  April,  the  collection  of  waste  paper 
was  virtually  discontinued  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  have  large 
stocks  in  hand.  The  market  showed  slight  signs  of  revival  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Refuse  Receptacles. 

It  was  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  ban  on  the  manufacture  of 
galvanized  iron  refuse  bins  was  lifted  during  the  year.  As  a  result  the 
quality  of  new  bins  being  provided  is  much  improved. 

Latrine  Accommodation. 

Many  of  the  older  houses  in  the  town  are  still  served  by  closets 
without  water  and  flushing  arrangements,  but  owing  to  the  poor 
condition  of  most  of  these  dwellings  the  expense  of  converting  the 
closets  into  water  closets  can  hardly  be  justified. 

Public  Lavatories. 

The  acquisition  of  a  suitable  site  on  which  to  build  new  lavatories 
near  the  main  ’bus  stop  in  Church  Street  is  still  the  subject  of  nego¬ 
tiations  by  the  Council. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough  and,  although 
people  continue  to  use  the  Rivers  Severn  and  Avon,  the  pollution  of 
these  rivers  makes  this  practice  inadvisable. 

A  preliminary  application  to  the  Ministry  for  approval  in  principle 
to  spend  a  sum  of  £3,000  on  the  provision  of  small  children’s  swimming 
pool  at  the  rear  of  the  Car  Park  was  refused.  The  Council  is  to  make 
further  representations  on  this  matter. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Duties  in  connection  with  pollution  are  carried  out  by  the  River 
Severn  Board,  an  Authority  created  under  the  River  Boards  Act,  1948. 
With  the  provision  of  the  new  Borough  sewage  works  the  pollution  of 
the  river  below  the  town  will  be  considerably  reduced. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  water  supplies  for  the  town  and  a  large 
part  of  Gloucestershire  are  drawn  from  the  Severn  at  Tewkesbury,  it 
is  essential  that  towns  higher  up  the  river  do  not  cause  pollution  by  the 
discharge  of  impurities.

Shops  Act,  1950. 

The  Council’s  part-time  Inspector  for  the  administration  of  this 
Act  with  regard  to  closing  time  reports  that  no  serious  infringements 
have  taken  place  and  legal  action  was  not  necessary. 

This  Department  is  concerned  with  Section  38  dealing  with 
hygiene  arrangements,  etc.,  for  shop  employees.  28  inspections  were 
made.  Washing  facilities  were  provided  at  3  shops  during  the  year, 
and  several  minor  defects  were  remedied. 


Offensive  Trades. 

Two  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers  operate  in  the  Back  of  Avon  and 
St.  Mary’s  Lane.  No  complaints  have  been  received. 


Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

There  is  no  trade  requiring  any  action  under  this  Act  in  the 
Borough. 
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Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Acts,  i$28“I936. 

These  Acts  are  administered  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Fifteen 
licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  petrol.  Inspections  were  carried 
out  and  arrangements  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 


Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

One  Pet  Shop  Licence  has  been  granted  by  the  Council  in  respect 
of  premises  in  Red  Lane  used  for  the  purposes  of  breeding  and  selling 
dogs.  Several  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  conditions  found 
to  be  very  satisfactory. 


Canal  Boats  Acts  and  Regulations,  1877-1925. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

No  complaints  have  been  made  during  the  year. 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

The  last  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  Borough  was  closed  in 
1939. 


Disinfestation  (Bed  Bugs,  Fleas,  etc). 

During  the  year  9  infestations  were  reported  and  dealt  with. 
Houses  from  which  tenants  were  re-housesd  into  Council  house  were 
treated  where  necessary.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  arrangement  whereby  the  services  of  a  rodent  operator  are 
shared  with  Cheltenham  Rural  District  Council  has  worked  very  well 
throughout  the  year.  Details  are  as  set  out  in  my  Annual  Report  for 
1950.

The  cost  of  this  service  for  private  owners  is  recovered  as  follows  : 
Private  Dwellings  : 

A  small  charge  is  made  (nil  in  necessitous  cases)  and  the  balance 
is  subject  to  a  50%  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.

canvas,  there  being  room  for  about  150  tents  without  any  congestion. 
Elsan  lavatories,  main  water  stand  pipes  and  refuse  bins  are  provided. 
The  Council  also  owns  a  Caravan  Site  with  accommodation  for  30  to  40 
caravans  adjacent  to  the  Municipal  Car  Park  and  public  baths  and 
lavatories. 


One  private  camping  site  is  licensed  by  the  Council,  the  maximum 
number  of  about  12  caravans  of  a  good  type  use  it  at  any  one  time. 
Facilities  are  provided,  and  an  improved  sewage  disposal  system  has 
been  brought  into  use  during  the  year.

Construction  of  new  housing  was  not  spectacular  during  the  year, 
but  when  considered  with  the  housing  programme  for  1953  shews  a 
steady  improvement.

REPORT  ON  RE-HOUSING  PROGRESS 
by  the  Housing  Manager. 

The  number  of  families  re-housed  during  the  year  was  33,  of 
which  8  were  re-housed  in  requisitioned  property  and  the  rest  in  new 
houses  or  houses  become  vacant. 

In  addition,  28  transfers  wrere  made  to  secure  the  best  use  of 
available  accommodation. 

Three  huts  at  Mythe  Camp  and  the  last  hut  at  Southwick  Park 
were  vacated  during  the  year  leaving  a  total  of  5  at  Mythe  Camp  still 
occupied. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  in  the  year  was  less  than  the 
preceding  year,  and  although  through  weeding  out  the  number  of 
housing  applications  was  reduced,  the  new  applications  exceeded  the 
new  building  by  more  than  4  to  1 .

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supplies. 

The  supervision  of  dairy  farm  premises  and  milk  production  is 
generally  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
whilst  the  County  Council  license  and  supervise  the  Pasteurizing  Depot 
situated  in  the  Borough.  The  Council’s  powers  under  Regulation  20 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949  with  regard  to  the  spread  of 
infectious  diseases  by  milk  have  not  had  to  be  invoked  during  the  year. 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  issue  of  licences  and  registration 
as  shown  in  Tables  11  and  12,  and  for  retail  milk  sampling  as  shown 
in  Table  13.

All  samples  taken  came  within  grades  i  and  2,  both  of  which  are 
regarded  as  satisfactory.  There  has  been  a  consistent  improvement 
since  1950  when  more  than  half  of  the  samples  taken  were  unsatisfactory. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  16  that  one  formal  sample  of  ice  cream 
was  taken  by  the  County  Sampling  Officer  and  complied  with  the 
Ministry  of  Food  standards  as  regards  fat  content,  solids  not  fat,  and 
sugar. 


Bakehouses 

There  are  5  bakehouses  in  the  Borough.  Fifteen  inspections  were 
carried  out  and  several  minor  defects  were  remedied. 


Catering  and  Licensed  Trades. 

One  complaint  concerning  a  portion  of  cooked  liver  served  at  a 
local  hotel  was  made  to  this  Department.  This  food  was  submitted  to 
the  Council’s  Analysts  for  a  full  examination  and  was  reported  to  be 
wholesome  and  fit  for  human  consumption. 

Improvements  have  been  made  to  several  licensed  premises  and 
restaurants  during  the  year.  New  applicants  for  catering  licences  are 
referred  to  this  Department  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  before  licences 
are  granted.  Inspections  are  made  and  alterations  or  improvements 
suggested  where  necessary.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


Table  27  shews  the  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Disease  by 
age  groups  during  the  year.  There  were  146  notifications  during  the 
year  of  which  116  were  measles  and  23  whooping  cough. 

Diphtheria  and  Immunization. 

Tables  21  to  23  give  details  as  to  diphtheria  immunization.  These 
are  kindly  given  to  me  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
I  think  they  are  of  interest  to  this  Council. 

The  number  of  children  immunized  shews  a  drop  compared  with 
1951,  and  this  is  partly  due  to  the  falling  birth  rate.  (125  births  in  1950 
compared  with  104  in  1951). 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  has  been  no  case  of  diph¬ 
theria  in  the  Borough  since  1946. 

Smallpox  and  Typhoid. 

No  cases  occurred  and  no  contacts  were  notified  as  coming  into 
the  Borough  and  requiring  supervision. 

Infantile  Paralysis  (Acute  Polio-Myelitis). 

There  were  no  cases  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Disease  in  Schools. 

Table  20  shews  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  according  to 
returns  submitted  by  head  teachers.  This  table  is  of  interest  as  it 
shews  the  incidence  of  chicken  pox,  mumps  and  influenza  which  are 
not  notifiable  by  general  practitioners.
